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Nixon In Moscow; 
Talks Tomorrow 


Secret Huddle With 
Brezhnev On Arrival 


MOSCOW (UPI) —President Nixon told Kremlin 
leaders tonight they can together make peaceful 
cooperation a reality during their summit talks 
this week. 
‘‘Because we are both pre­ 
pared to proceed on the basis of 
equality and mutual respect, 
we meet a moment when we 
can make peaceful cooperation 
a reality,’’ Nixon said. 


The 
P re sid en t 
m ade 
the 
statem ent in the text of a toast 
for a lavish state dinner tonight 
for him. Mrs. Nixon and his 
official party a few hours after 
his arrival in Moscow for a 
week of summit talks. 


The first talks, with Soviet 
C o m m unist p arty c h a irm a n 
Leonid I. Brezhnev and others 
had been scheduled to begin 
T u esd ay m orning but Nixon 
and Brezhnev wasted no time in 
g etting together. Nixon m et 
with Brezhnev for 45 minutes in 
the Kremlin soon after his ar­ 


rival. Russian sources told UPI 
Correspondent Henry Shapiro. 
T here was no im m ed iate 
word 
on 
what 
the two dis­ 
cussed. 
The a rriv a l reception was 
friendly but restrained. Crowds, 
largely silent, watched a motor­ 
cade on the 17-mile trip from 
Vnukovo Airport to the Grand 
Kremlin Palace, where the din­ 
ner also was held. 
Nixon’s 
plane 
arrived 
five 
minutes ahead of the scheduled 
4 p.m. touchdown. The weather 
was humid, the skies gray. The 
Soviet officials were anim ated­ 
ly friendly for this first visit in 
peacetime to Russia by a U.S. 
President. 


It was late afternoon when 
the President arrived, and he, 
Mrs. Nixon and other members 


of the official U.S. party were 
guests at the lavish dinner by 
their hosts in the Hall of Facets 
of the Grand Kremlin Palace 
where the Nixons are staying. 
In his dinner toast Nixon said 
the eyes of the world were 
focused on the possibility of a 
Soviet-American .agreement to 
limit strategic nuclear arms. 
“ An agreement in this area 
could begin to turn our coun­ 
tries away from a wastefj.il and 
dangerous arm s race and to­ 
w ard 
m ore 
production 
for 
peace;’’ he said. 
An hour after his arrival in 
Moscow, Nixon slipped into a 
Kremlin office and spent 45 
minutes alone —except for lwo 
tra n s la to rs —with Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, Secretary General of 
the Soviet Communist party, 
the acknowledged Soviet Lead­ 
er. Russian sources told UPI 
correspondent Henry Shapiro. 


Nixon said before leaving 
Salzburg. A ustria, w here he 
made a 36-Hour rest stop in a 
fairy lan d castle atm o sp h e re , 
that he expected the summit 
talks to be “ the most intensive 
.. I have ever participated in 
on substantive m atters.” 


But there wrere indications 
the talks might not produce the 
immediate accord on arm s con­ 
trol that had been expected. 
The ride to the Kremlin from 
the airport took about 20 min­ 
utes. Newsmen in the motor­ 
cade estimated the crowd along 
the route as 100,000 —far fewer 
than crowds who noisily greet­ 
ed such past visitors as Fidel 
Castro and Charles DeGauIle. 
Closer to the heart of Mos­ 
cow, the sidewalk crowds were 
three 
or four persons deep. 
T hey ap p e a re d friendly but 
were silent. 
At the palace where he is 
staying in Moscow, Nixon ac­ 
cepted a small glass of cognac 
along with o th er A m erican 
leaders as their Russian hosts 
toasted Nixon’s health. 
The Nixon arrival was seen 
live on both American and Sovi­ 
et television. The American tel 
evision networks picked up the 
Russian TV pictures and inter 
posed their own commentaries 
Tass. the official Soviet news 
agency, 
also gave unusuall) 
fast treatment to the arrival. 
Moscow television devoted 2' 
minutes to the live arrival

Navy Guns Halt 
Tank Advance 


SAIGON (UPI)—-North Viet­ 
namese using PT76 amphibious 
tanks swarmed across the My 
Chanh River defense line 22 
miles north of Hue today in an 
apparent effort to establish a 
bridgehead. Heavy fighting was 
reported in the area at night­ 
fall. 
The North Vietnamese prob­ 
ing attack, the second in two 
days, was believed halted by 
intense n aval b o m b ard m en t 
from U.S. 7th Fleet ships off the 
coast, by Allied air strikes that 
cost an F4 Phantom jet, and by 
Allied artillery. 
A South Vietnamese spokes­ 
man in Saigon said tonight the 
N orth V ietnam ese had been 
driven back across the river by 
nightfall, but reports from the 
area itself were unclear. U.S. 
advisers said they thought to­ 
day’s attacks were a “ p^obe or 
reconnaissance in force” rather 
than an allout move against 
Hue. 
The N orth V ietnam ese in­ 
creased their pressure 12 miles 
west of Hue and carried out 
sharp attacks near Kontum in

G uard C aptain Alvin Im- 
gram, 47. of Glen Burnie, Md., 
was the most seriously injured. 
He was being treated at Univer­ 
sity Hospital for a serious right

lace ratio n . 
The o th e r 
guards were treated at the pris­ 
on infirmary and released. 
A uthorities said about 40 
state policemen equipped with 
riot gear and using police dogs 
cleared inmates from the pris­ 
on’s kitchen area where they 
had barricaded themselves.

Ford Faces 
Sales Bar 
In Test Flop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l . P r o te c t io n 
Agency (EPA) said today that 
Ford may be barred from sell­ 
ing any 1973 model cars before 
October or later because of 
mistakes made in testing its 
engines to see if they meet 1973 
pollution standards. 
Ford said its sales of new 
models usually begin in late 
September. 
New tests, which take at least 
four months to conduct, will be 
required before Ford can m ar­ 
ket any 1973 cars, William D. 
Ruckelshaus, EPA adm inistra­ 
tor. said. 
He said Ford engineers made 
m ore m a in te n an c e im p ro v e­ 
ments than EPA permits in 
testing its 1973 engines. The test 
results are therefore invalid, he 
said, and the lengthy testing 
p ro g ra m will have to s ta rt 
anew from scratch. 
The faulty test results were 
submitted to EPA for four en­ 
gines. 
but w ere w ithdraw n 
when Ford executives discov­ 
ered the mistake, Eric 0. Stork, 
director of the EPA office that 
oversees tha emission control 
program, told reporters. 
Stork said that while faulty

Ruined By Hammer Blows 


High Court Upholds 
State Immunity Laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Supreme Court upheld today 
the constitutionality of federal 
and state immunity laws used 
to require a witness to give 
evidence or face jail for con­ 
tempt. The statutes are used as 
a m ajor weapon in the war on 
organied crime. 
The 5-2 ruling cam e in test 
cases challenging the immunity 
provision of the 1970 federal 
crime control law and New 
Jerse y ’s state statute along the 
sam e lines. They are used when 
a witness resorts to the Fifth 
Amendment claim that his tes­ 
timony might incriminate him. 


The Court also held in a 5-4 
decision that states are entitled 
to have jury systems which can 
return a guilty finding in crimi­ 
nal cases with less than the 
unanimous verdict of a 12-mem­ 
ber jury. Six states now have 
such jury procedures — Louis­ 
iana, Oregon, Texas, Montana. 
Idaho and Oklahoma. 


The immunity decision dealt 
with two types of exemption 
from prosecution. 
One is known as “ use’’ im­ 
munity. This promises that a

witness will not be prosecuted 
for anything he says in his own 
testimony or any evidence of a 
crime deriving directly from it. 
But it does not exempt him 
from prosecution if testimony 
by other witnesses or separate 
evidence links him to a crime. 
The other, much broader type 
is known to lawyers as “ trans­ 
actional’’ immunity. This pro­ 
vides he can never be prosecut­ 
ed for any crime involved in his 
testimony. 
The Court upheld “ use’’ im ­ 
munity in today's two decisions.

Poet Laureate 
Of England Dies 


LONDON (UPI>—Cecil Day- 
Lewis, mystery writer and poet 
laureate of England, died of 
cancer Monday. He was 68. 
“ Cecil died peacefully after a 
long and exhausting illness,’’ 
said novelist Kingsley Amis, at 
whose home Day-Lewis lived. 
Day-Lewis was named poet 
la u re a te in 1968 succeeding 
John Masefield. The 600-year- 
old office paid him $183 a year, 
which he once said was about 
“ enough to keep me in bourbon 
whiskey a day or two.’’

Michelangelo's Pieta and be­ 
fore the horrified eyes of Sun­

piece with a ham mer. 
The stunning vandalism was 
a crime without precedent at 
the Vatican and with few prece­ 
dents anywhere in the modern 
world. The marble statue at St. 
Peter's Ba'silica of the Madonna 
cradling the crucified Jesus is 
one of the world's most famous 
and treasured works of art. 
Most of the blows found their 
m a r k . 
S u c c e s s iv e 
s wi n g s 
knocked off the M ad o n n a’s 
nose, smashed her left eye, 
clipped the left side of her 
marble veil and finally knocked 
off her left arm just above the 
elbow. 
Vatican officials called the 
dam age serious, but said they 


hoped to resto re the P ieta 
quickly. They conceded it would 
never look the same again. 
The only similar case inside 
St. 
Peter's in modern times 
occurred in 19(59 when a Ger­ 
man tourist, saying he wanted 
to 
protest 
ag a in st 
n u clear 
arm s, smashed the marble fin­ 
gers on the left hand of a statue 
of Pope Pius VI beneath the 
basilica’s main altar. 
Not even Pope Paul VI was 
told about the Pieta until after 
he appeared at noon at his 
window overlooking St. Peter's 
Square to bless tourists and 
pilgrims. 
When he heard the news, he 
traveled down into the basilica 
in a private elevator with a 
gold satin throne to see the 
dam age inflicted on the only 
piece of art ever signed by the 
genius Michelangelo Buonarro­ 
ti. 
It was there he heard the 
nam e of the rusty-haired, rusty- 


bearded man with the ham m er 
—Lazslo Toth, 33, a Hungarian- 
born citizen of Australia who 
described himself as a geolo­ 
gist. 
The Pieta is a majestic thing, 
a slightly larger-than-life sculp­ 
ture weighing 6,700 pounds and 
portraying the Madonna cra­ 
dling the body of Jesus after 
the crucifixion. 
It occupied a place of honor 
in the world’s biggest Christian 
church, in the first chapel to 
the right as visitors entered 
through the great main bronze 
doors. Not even a Pope would 
usurp its place. 
Only once since Michelangelo 
signed and completed it in 1499 
had the Pieta left St. P eter’s — 
for 19 months in the mid-19ols 
while it was on exhibit at the 
New York World's Fair.

“ I ’m not surprised," she said 
of the new development. “ I was 
most optimistic all along and I 
thank the people of this country 
for their prayers and I hope 
they will continue to pray for 
my husband.” 
Camp said that despite the

Bombs In Ireland 


BELFAST OJPD - Dozens of 
persons were injured today in 
two 
sep arate 
incidents 
of 
. bombs exploding in parked 
cars. A British army spokes­ 
m an said the first blast, which 
injured nearly 50 persons, was 
the work of the Irish Republi­ 
can Army (IRA). 


An arm y spokesman said a 
150-pound bomb blast in an 
industrial area of North Belfast 
sent at least 40 people to the 
hospital suffering from cuts, 
bruises and shock. 


The second blast came in a 
parked car in Maghera, County 
Londonderry, 40 miles north­ 
west of Belfast. The explosions 
slightly injured two civilians 
and a British soldier. 


Prisoners Escape 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — 
Fourteen prisoners cut a hole in 
the ceiling of their cell, crawled 
to the roof of the four-story 
Orleans Parish Prison and low­ 
ered them selves to freedom 
yesterday, using a rope made 
of m attress covers. 
By early today, five had been 
recaptured and nine were still 
at large. 


Crash Kills 20 


LOBITO, Angola (UPI) - 
Twenty persons were killed yes­ 
terday when the pilot of an 
Angola Airlines DTA twin-en- 
gine turboprop airliner over­ 
shot the runway at Lobito air­ 
port in dense fog and crashed 
into the sea, the airline an­ 
nounced. 
The F27 Friendship plane, 
carrying 19 passengers and four 
crewmen — all Portuguese — 
was on a scheduled morning 
flight from Luanda to Sa Da 
Bandeira in south Angola with 
its first stop in Lobito when the 
crash occurred, the Portuguese 
news agency ANI said. 


Lithuania Riot 


MOSCOW (UPD - Thousands 
of youths shouting “ Freedom 
for Lithuania” battled police 
and troops in Kaunas last week 
following the funeral of a politi­ 
cal protester who burned him­ 
self to death, sources in the city 
said. 
One policeman was killed and 
a second seriously injured in 
the street fighting Thursday 
and Friday, the sources said in 
telephone conversations from 
Kaunas, the Baltic state’s sec­ 
ond largest city.

A DREAM. . . UNBELIEVABLE' 
Sisters Finally Reunited 
After 35 Years Apart

Helen Orloff s belated present 
for Mother’s Day would be hard 
to top . . . a reunion with a 
sister she hadn’t seen for 35 
years. 


Mrs. Orloff sat in her San 
Rafael home the other day, 
hugged her sister, Vera Pav­ 
loff, who arrived from Austral­ 
ia last week and said, “ It’s like 
a dream, unbelievable.” 


Ten years ago, through a 
personal notice in a Russian 
language new spaper in San 
Francisco, Mrs. Orloff learned 
her sister was in Australia. 


“This year my husband (Eu­ 
gene) decided to give me a 
m other’s day present and he 
sent her the tickets,” Mrs. Or­ 
loff said. “ All my children 
chipped in. They wanted Mama 
to see her sister.” 
The sisters, of Russian de­ 
scent, parted in 1937 in Harbin, 
Manchuria, where the family 
had settled after the revolution 
against the Czar. 
Through a swirl of changing 
world events and a distance of 
thousands of miles that separat­ 
ed them, the sisters were com­ 
pletely out of touch for 20 
years. 
Mrs. Orloff said she left her 
M anchurian home after she 
was married in 1937 and ar­ 
rived in San Francisco, leaving 


behind her parents, two sisters 
and three brothers. 
After getting her citizenship, 
“I intended to bring my family 
but World War II started and I 
never could find them ,” Mrs. 
Orloff said. 
A fter the w ar M anchuria, 
which had been an independent 
state under Jap an , was re ­ 
turned to the Chinese and then 
in 1949 the Chinese Communists 
took power. 
From behind the Bamboo 
Curtain, her family was leery

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“ I recognized her,” Mrs. Or­ 
loff said. “ Everytime I look at 
her, it’s Momma. She even has 
her way of speaking.” 
M rs. Pavloff arrived with 
gifts for the Orloff home at 231

state authorities. 
—Overturned a lower court 
ruling which had invalidated 
the federal government’s emer­ 
gency procedure for cancelling 
the operating certificate of a 
commercial pilot. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr. 
wrote the majority opinion in 
the immunity decisions. 
The aim of the immunity 
statutes is to provide the state 
and federal governments with 
information needed to fight 
crime. The prosecutor is often 
more interested in other offend­ 
ers than in the person on the 
witness stand, the Court was 
told in arguments. 
If a witness continues to re­ 
fuse to testify after being prom­ 
ised immunity, he is subject to 
a contempt finding and impris­ 
onment until he decides to talk. 
Justices William O. Douglas 
and Thurgood Marshall dissent­ 
ed from Powell’s finding. Jus­ 
tices William J. Brennan Jr. 
and William H. Rehnquist did 
not participate. 
The federal case was ap­ 
pealed by Charles Joseph Kasti- 
gar and Michael Gorean Stew­ 
art, who refused to answer 
questions for a Los Angeles 
grand jury. 
The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals found the law constitu­ 
tional but other federal courts 
have disagreed in other cases. 
The New Jersey case con­ 
cerned the refusal of Joseph 
Zicarelli, 59, to testify before 
the state commission of investi­ 
gation when the commission 
was looking into organized 
crime and racketeering in Long 
Branch. N.J. 
He was ordered jailed until 
he decided to cooperate.

It will be at least several 
days, or longer, before we know 
the outcome of our investiga­ 
tion.

“I want to go home and water 
my yard and flush the john. . .1 
don’t want my water bills to gc 
sky-high. I don’t want to see 
somebody start messing around 
with the tax base — that’s what 
a moratorium would do,” said 
one speaker. 
Nave and others criticized 
delays in the intertie designed 
to tap surplus North Marin 
water. District directors and 
staff said plans had been or­ 


dered for the pipeline, and ne­ 
gotiations were under way with 
Sonoma water authorities to 
secure even more surplus. The 
estimated 6 million acre feet 
per year available from North 
Marin barely will cover the 
“overdraft” that is draining the 
Marin Municipal Water District 
reserves, the officials warned. 
Planning Commissioner Mar 
garet Azevedo urged the water 
district to “gear with the plan­ 
ners” and to concern itself pri­ 
marily with resource manage­ 
ment in terms of policy on 
water rates, conservation and 
reclamation, rationing and sim­ 
ilar problems.

Larkspur Historical Marker 
Plans Get Go-Ahead Signal 


The Larkspur-Corte Madera 
Historical Society yesterday 
voted to go ahead with plans to 
place a marker for historical 
spots at Doherty Drive and 


Magnolia Avenue in Larkspur. 
The society board agreed to 
meet again to review wording 
prepared by its marker com­ 
mittee, headed by Catherine 


Pixley Robson, and then to ask 
the City of Larkspur for money. 
Estimates of the cost of the 
bronze plaque to be placed on a 
large stone ranged to $300. 


Points of interest to be men­ 
tioned on the marker include: 
the government saw mill; saw 
mill landing designated in 1840 
as an official port by Capt. 
John S. Montgomery, com­ 
mander of the port of San 
Francisco; Jonathan Bricker- 
staff house, the first house in 
Larkspur, constructed in 1852; 
the Indian mounds and camp­ 
site for Coast Miwok Indians, 


and the North Pacific Coast 
railroad completed in 1875. 
Mrs. Robson proposed this 
inscription: 
“Shell Mounds: the salt creek 
just east of this spot was home 
to generations of peaceful Mi­ 
wok Indians. By 1834 Mexican 
soldiers built a landing there, 
towing great redwood logs to 
their presidio at Yerba Buena. 
From this sawmill landing in 


1847, the American soldiers of 
the 
Stevenson 
R egim ent 
shipped redwood milled here to 
rebuild San Francisco. In 1852, 
within sight of here, the first 
Larkspur house was built by 


Jonathan Brickerstaff, pioneer. 
Across this spot in 1875 hurtled 
the first steam train linking San 


Francisco to Northern Ports.”

Catherine Pixley Robson, secre- 
tary-treasurer.

SACRAMENTO - A Sacra­ 
mento Superior Court judge has 
ruled that pregnant minors can­ 
not prevent welfare authorities 
from informing the girls’ par­ 
ents of their problem. 
The decision was a ruling 
against “Alice,” a Marin Coun­ 
ty resident who was 19 when 
she applied last year for a 
Medi-Cal card to have an abor­ 
tion. Marin and Butte County 
authorities turned her down be­ 
cause she refused to give them 
her 
parents’ 
identity, 
on 
grounds her mother was ill and 
might be harmed by being told 
of the pregnancy. 
The counties were following 
an order from Robert B. Carle- 
son, state welfare director, that 
the minor girls must furnish 
parents’ names so eligibility 
workers can determine if finan­ 
cial support is available from 
the families. 
FIGHT WON 
“Alice” won her fight for an 
abortion last year, under a tem­ 
porary injunction. The case was 
combined with two other suits 
and was made a class action 
suit in Sacramento because it 
involved a state policy. 


Judge B. Abbott Goldberg 
last week upheld the Carleson 
order, despite testimony from 
Larry Agran, legal adviser to 
the Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee, and a written dec­ 
laration by the com m ittee’s 
chairman, Sen. Anthony C. Be- 
ilenson, D-Beverly Hills. The 
two said that when they drafted 
the Welfare Reform Act of 1971, 
they intended to protect the 
confidence of an unwed preg­ 
nant minor seeking a therapeu­ 
tic abortion under Medi-Cal and 
prevent her parents from being 
notified without her consent. 


MUST CONTINUE 
In his decision, Goldberg cit­ 
ed previous rulings that the 
legislative intent of an act is 
determ ined by its language 
rather than the opinions of leg­ 
islators as to what was meant. 


The court ruling means that 
girls applying for Medi-Cal 
abortions under Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children must 
continue to furnish their par­ 
ents’ identity to allow authori­ 
ties to determine if the appli­ 
cants are “without resources.” 


“ Alice” was represented by 
Marin County Legal Aide Socie­ 
ty attorney Cecelia Lannon and 
the California Rural Legal As­ 
sistance.

Water District Must 
Redefine Its Role 


Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict directors have set a public 
hearing for 1:30 p.m. Wednes­ 
day on whether to impose a 
one-year m oratorium on all 
new w ater connections that 
would require pipeline exten­ 
sions. 


In doing so, the board will 
face an issue that it has never 
before tackled: What is the role 
of the water supplier in popula­ 
tion control? 


THE IMMEDIATE question 
is whether action is needed to 
assure there will be no water 
shortage if another dry year 
follows the present one. 
Rainfall since last July 1 in 
San Rafael totals only 19.23 
inches, with little likelihood of 
any appreciable increase be­ 
tween now and the June 30 end 
of the “ rainfall year.” This is 
not enough to replenish the 
amount drawn from the water 
district’s reservoirs, so another 
sub normal rainfall next winter 
could mean a shortage. 
The chance of two such dry 
years in succession is very 
small, however. Records of San 
Rafael rainfall going back to 
1875 show only once when two 
such dry years followed each 
other: 1911-12, with a 21.23-inch 
total, and 1912-13 with 23.44. 
There were three years since 
1875 when rainfall totaled less 
than 20 inches, but each was 
followed by a year of normal or 
above-normal rain. 
The water board may there­ 
fore postpone facing the more 
explosive issue by deciding 
merely that no restriction on 
new connections is necessary 
at this time. 


THIS, HOWEVER, will not

answer the question of its role: 
Is the district obligated to sup­ 
ply water for whatever growth 
occurs — which has been its 
practice? Or should it attempt 
to control population by denial 
of water to new users? 
Highly veal forces, crying 
“save the envronment!”, want 
it to pursue the second course. 
They would convert the water 
district into a planning agency 
— and one able to negate the 
work of existing public agen­ 
cies set up to do planning. By 
refusing water service, it could 
stymie growth in some areas; 
by granting service, it could 
encourage growth in others. 


THE WATER DISTRICT is 
not set up to do planning. It is 
set up to provide water. 
However, if the district con­ 
tinues its water-for-all-without- 
question course, it must either 
embark on mammoth projects 
to provide new supplies or 
there may not be enough in a 
decade or so, and each new 
connection may limit the use 
by existing customers. 
The middle course is for the 
district to gear its planning to 
that of the cities and county, 
and cooperate closely with 
their planning departments — 
leaving it to cities and county 
to enact whatever growth con­ 
trol measures they see fit. 
This is a problem that will 
not be solved by Wednesday’s 
hearing. But it is one the water 
district directors — including 
those elected June 6 — must 
face. And how each candidate 
stands on it should be consid­ 
ered by voters. For the course 
taken by the water district will 
greatly affect the future of 
Marin. 


Smog Board Policy-Making 
Murky As Polluted Air

The state’s antisecret meeting law, the 
Ralph M. Brown Act, is about as popular 
with Bay Area smog officials as ail those 
wheezing, sniffling, teary-eyed citizens 
who keep trying to get something done 
about air pollution. 
The act declares that its intent is that 
actions of public bodies “be taken openly 
and that their deliberations be conducted 
openly.” 
The act is clear. A lot clearer than the 
air around here. Yet Bay Area Air 
Pollution Control District directors and 
their top administrator casually evaded 
it so they could rig the defeat of legisla­ 
tion to replace their appointed person­ 
ages with a directly elected board. 


THERE IS AN AWESOME quirk about 
city councilmen and county supervisors. 
They cannot bear giving up power. And, 
like royalty, they cling ever tighter to 
the;r scepters as the clamor for reform 
grows outside their castles. 
It seems to be some sort of hearing 
disease that afflicts councilmen and su­ 
pervisors after their constituents have 
been foolish enough to elect them. 
The object of their dread this time was 
a bill by Assemblyman Alister McAlister, 
D San Jose. Citing the district’s dismal 
record (San Jose is the sump of the 
region’s air pollution), he introduced his 
bill (AB 2325) on April 6 — six weeks 
before its execution Thursday by the 
Assembly Local Government Committee 
at the request of D. J. Callaghan, the 
smog district’s chief administrator. 


THE SILVER HAIRED administrator 
testified that he spoke against the bill at 
the direction and on behalf of the dis­ 
trict's board of directors. This struck us 
as a remarkable claim — since the board 
never had discussed the bill publicly. 
It turned out, however, that Callaghan 


in fact did speak for a narrow majority 
of the directors. Thanks to the conve­ 
nience of the telephone, they did not have 
to resort to a smoky back room to cook 
up their funeral for the bill. 
Callaghan, with the backing of board 
chairman Robert W. Hoyer, a Clayton 
city councilman, instead launched a tele­ 
phone campaign to convince directors 
that the bill deserved defeat, and that 
there was no time to discuss it publicly. 
He won agreement from 12 of the 18 
directors to oppose it, Hoyer reported. 
The chairman said the telephone meet­ 
ing was necessary “because we didn’t 
know the bill was coming up so soon.” He 
did not explain what the rush was to kill 
it so soon in the long legislative process, 
or by what authority Callaghan could act 
on the basis of a secret telephone poll. 


AMONG DIRECTORS who declined 
Callaghan’s entreaties to back him in 
opposing the bill was former Sausabto 
City Councilman Wyman Hicks, who will 
remain on the board until August. Hicks 
said that he challenged Callaghan’s right 
to solicit opposition. 
The Sausalitan reminded Callaghan 
that administrators are not hired to set 
policy. 
The board’s eager tradition of giving 
Callaghan all the power he wants, howev­ 
er, seems far stronger than mere consid­ 
erations of good public policy. 
The directors who joined the furtive 
move against the McAlister bill should 
have the gumption to justify their action 
by stating publicly why they deserve 
continued support from the citizenry.

Survey Shows Widespread 
Lack Of Sex Education 


WASHINGTON — In Brookfield, Wis.; 
Anaheim, Calif.; Montgomery County, 
Md., and wherever else they flourish, the 
upright people who organize vigilante 
committees to prevent sex education in 
fhe public schools have many things in 
common. One is that, by and large, they 
are the same upright people who recoil 
with distaste at the high rate of illegiti­ 
mate childbirth among today’s youth. 
The following essay is dedicated to all 
of them. It refers to a study by Melvin 
Zelnik and John E. Kantner, of the Johns 
Hopkins School of Public Health, based 
on a survey taken by Temple University 
and financed by the Commission on 
Population Growth and the American 
Future. 


THE STUDY concentrated on unmar­ 
ried girls from 15 to 19, and indicated 
that by the time they are 19 about 48 per 
cent of all unmarried women have had 
sexual intercourse. But it knocked down 
the frequent assumption that most girls 
who are introduced to sex in their teens 
are promiscuous, or even “sexually ac­ 
tive,” in statistical terms. 


On the contrary, about 60 per cent of 
the girls who had experienced sex in that 
age group, whether white or black, had 
done so with only one partner. Only 5 or 6 
per cent (slightly more whites than 
blacks) had taken as many as six part­ 
ners by the age of 19. 
This is background for the main point 
to come, proving simply that girls are 
girls and as a rule they are going to do it 
eventually, with about as much discrimi­ 
nation or lack of it as healthy women a 
little older — and also indicating that in 
these base figures there is no startling 
difference between the behavior of whites 
and blacks. (The survey interviewed 4,611 
girls, 1,479 black and 3,132 white or other 
races.) 


BUT ONCE PAST those findings about 
experience, we undertake to measure 
understanding of the sex act and all its 
potential problems, specifically including 
pregnancy. That is where a drastic dif­ 
ference comes in between races, and by 
implication between economic and educa­ 
tional levels. The authors found it "sur­ 
prising;” so will you. 
Of the sexually experienced young 
women interviewed, nearly 82 per cent of 
:he blacks gave completely wrong an­ 
swers about the time of month when they 
were most likely to become pregnant, 
rhis compares to 46 per cent among the 
white girls, itself a high figure. The rate 


>f misinformation was even higner 
imong virgins. Yet, frightening for the 
results implied, virtually none of the 
ictive girls admitted ignorance about 
his question. Only 1.3 per cent of the 
whites and .4 of one per cent of 
Macks replied, “Don’t know. 
The obvious next step after measuring 
what they know about the chance of 
aregnancy is asking what they do about 
it. Of sexually experienced blacks, 82 per 
?ent used contraceptives never or o i l .- 
‘sometimes;” for whites, the figure was 
77 per cent. Asked why they did not, 
.almost 25 per cent of the blacks, twjee as 
many proportionately as whites, said 
they actually wanted to have a baby, or 
lid not care if they did. 
But the overwhelming reason was igno­ 
rance. Forty-nine per cent of the black 
girls and 59 per cent of the white's who 
lid not always use contraceptives 
thought it was the wrong time of month 
to become pregnant, or had some other 
false notion. Another fraction (about 13 
oer cent) of both races did not know how 
>r where to get contraceptives. 


THE MESSAGE HERE is so obvious 
that it hardly needs spelling out. It is that 
a sizable number of young women are 
going to begin sex in their teens, and, that 
i sizable number of those are going to 
become pregnant because they have, nev­ 
er been taught how to prevent it. (Of the 
experienced 19-year-olds questioned, 
more than 50 per cent of the blacks and 
11 per cent of the whites had been 
pregnant at some time.) 
Nevertheless, almost simultaneously 
with the mailing of this data to the press, 
:he upright Mr. Nixon was disclosing his 
reuponse to the Growth Commission’s 
:omprehensive two-year study, which 
recommended a national policy of Stabi­ 
lizing the population. 
“I want to make it clear,” the Presi­ 
dent said, “that I do not support the 
unrestricted distribution of family-plan­ 
ning services and devices to minors. 
Such measures would do nothing to 
preserve and strengthen close family 
relationships. I have a basic faithC that 
the American people themselves* will 
make sound judgments regarding family 
size and frequency of births, judgments 
that are conducive both to the public 
interest and to personal family goals — 
and I believe in the right of manned 
couples to make these judgments for 
themselves.”

Each Group ’Does Own Thing' 
As Protests Become Tribalism 


We would merely comment in passing 
on the apparent fragmentation of the 
interests of Americans in matters hap­ 
pening in other parts of the world. 


For example, some 35 black Harvard 
students staged a 10-day “sit-in” of 
Massachusetts Hall at their university. 
They did no damage to the building. They 
did occupy it as a measure of protest 
against treatment of the black majority 
in white-dominated Angola. They wanted 
Harvard to help them by selling its stock 
in the Gulf Oil Corporation. 


We happen to think that they were 
misguided in assuming that the sale of 
Gulf stock by Harvard would help Ne­ 
groes to a better place in Angola, but 
that is another matter. It was a way of 
registering protest against the injustices 
against blacks practiced in all the coun­ 
tries of southern Africa.

The American Medical Association 
blasted President John F. Kennedy’s 
Medicare plan as a cruel hoax that would 
“ heartlessly ignore m illions” needing 
coverage.

Few 
white Americans are taking much p$rt in 
this form of political action in the United 
States. 


Noticeable alongside of white absence 
from protests about black mistreatment 
is black absence from white student 
protests about the war in Vietnam.*Anti- 
warism has become almost exclusively a 
white student “thing.” The blacks once 
made common cause in the antiwar 
movement, but long since decided ¿hat it 
wasn’t doing anything for their people. 


When American Jews dem onstrate 
against mistreatment of Jews in Kiissia 
they, too, are doing “their own thing.” 
No blacks make common caused with 
them, either for better treatment of Jews 
in Russia or for Zionism in general, or 
for more planes for Israel in particular. 
Nor do Roman Catholics who protest 
against discrimination against Catholics 
in Ulster evidence any sense of common 
cause with blacks or Jews. NOT do 
Protestants concerned about the inferior 
position of Protestants in the Irish Re­ 
public get involved with any ol the 
others. 


THERE ARE SOME Americans* who 
feel strongly about what would hapj£n to 
Catholics in South Vietnam if the present 
battle there went to the Communist^ But 
there are few if any blacks or -Jews 
among those concerned over the possible 
fate of Catholics in Saigon, and not any 
large number of Protestants. 
Concern about mistreatment or unfair­ 
ness or injustice or brutality should be 
universal and impersonal. Injustice is 
nonsectarian and nonracial, although the 
application is certainly by whites against 
blacks in South Africa, by gentiles 
against Jews in Russia, by Protestants 
against Catholics in Ulster, and by ¿atho- 
lics against Protestants in the Irish 
Republic. It could easily be by Commu­ 
nists against Catholics in Saigon tomor­ 
row. 
Each American group takes sorfrj in­ 
terest in persecution of its own kind in 
other places. They do not depersonalize 
their concern and make common enuse. 
There is no linkage. The result is Cfebal- 
lsm.

— chm., International Business 
Machines, $413,735. 


— IF ONE PLAYS match-and- 
mix, the gold list, as it ought to 
be known, becomes a fascinat­ 
ing social commentary. Consi­ 
der: Hugh Hefner draws $303,- 
847 out of Playboy magazine — 
more than 20 times as much as 
3 New York detective’s salary 
and about 10 times as much as 
the distinguished Oxford philos­ 
opher Sir Isaiah Berlin is paid 
tb teach a year at City Univer­ 
sity of New York. 


A ballet dancer is worth $8,- 
000 on the gold list; David 
Brinkley and Walter Cronkite, 
$250,000 each. A second-grade 
teacher ra te s $7,500. Dave 
DeBusschere of the New York 
Knicks tips in at $100,000. 
The item which seemed to 


produce the most gee-whiz was 
the $110,000 Tex Antoine re­ 
ceives as ABC-TV weatherman. 
“Are you kidding?” cried all 
the angry New Yorkers, shak­ 
ing their umbrellas in the sun­ 
shine or their bare fists in the 
rain, as the case might be. 


THE ECONOMIST R obert 
Heilbroner defines an acquisi­ 
tive society as one in which 
“ money, not man, is the m ea­ 
sure of all things.” Does Ameri­ 
ca qualify? Most societies, ac­ 
quisitive or not, tend to be self- 
critical on the subject and pre­ 
sume the worst. “ Every man 
thinks only of himself and his 
business d ealin g s,” descried 
Descartes, aghast at his 17th 
century contemporaries. 
An acquisitive society comes 
in two halves: the makers and 
the spenders. With a little nudg­ 
ing from Europe, a lot of Amer­ 
icans are ready to plead guilty 
to being the worst in both cate­ 
gories. They flatter themselves. 
Perhaps the supreme acquisi- 
tor of ail time was the Roman 
Crassus, who lent his name to 
one of the unloveliest adjectives 
in the language: crass. “ If we 
m ay scandal him with the 
facts,” Plutarch wrote of Cras­ 
sus, “ he made his pile by fire 
and foreclosure” — the original 
robber baron. 


Perhaps history’s most con­ 
spicuous consumer — quite lit­ 
erally — was a certain 18th- 
century Parisienne who ate a 
bill worth 500,000 francs. Bon 
appetit.

dards of plunder-and-squander, 
.Americans are a second-rate 
nation, ancTno amount of guilt- 
assuming will make it other­ 
wise. 


HOW DOES MONEY change 
people — for better or for 
worse? There are at least two 
schools of thought. The rich say 
money makes people better. 
The poor say money makes 
people — or rather, other peo­ 
ple — worse. 
“ In a real Christian country a 
millionaire would be an eco­ 
nomic impossibility,” a Meth­ 
odist minister notified Andrew 
Carnegie. Carnegie quoted back 
the founder of the Methodists, 
John Wesley: “ Gain all you can 
by honest industry,” alleging 
that Wesley himself had gained 
$250,000 from his writings. 
Ethical debates about money 
tend to cancel out or to revolve 
about motives not easily scruta- 
ble. Those who morally distrust 
money like to argue that money 
won’t bring happiness. One of 
the favorite national myths, ac­ 
cording to George Nathan, sup­ 
posed that John D. Rockefeller, 
restricted to a diet of soda 
crackers and skimmed milk, 
would gladly exchange his mul­ 
timultimillions to eat one de­ 
cent meal — like you and me. 
Well, that’s a gallant try. 
The very existence of the 
New York gold list suggests the 
contrary:that money is an asso­ 
ciative word in most people’s 
minds for happiness. Or power. 
Or charm.

The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors, meeting tomorrow 
at 10:30 a.m. at the Civic Cen­ 
ter, wil1 consider proposals for 
reorganizing the county Human 
Rights Commission. 
Three proposals have been 
drafted by the county adminis­ 
trator’s office, all calling for a 
seven-member commission in­ 
stead of the present nine-mem­ 
ber pane!. 
The proposals vary only in 
the length of terms of commis­ 
sioners, five of whom whould be 
selected by supervisoral dis­ 
tricts and two at-large. Current­ 
ly the commission is filled by 
at-large appointments. 
The reorganization was sug­ 
gested last week by supervisor 
Michael Wornum after noting 
four commissioners’ term s are 
up. 
The commission as a whole 
has been criticized at times by 
the supervisors for becoming 
involved in political fights. 
Two of its members — chair­ 
man Stewart N. Boxer and 
Frederick S. Mayer — have 
been privately criticized by 
some supervisors. 
Their seats would be elimi­ 
nated under all three of the 
reorganization proposals. 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors agenda also in­ 
cludes: 
WORKSHOP - A so-called 
“ workshop session” at 9 a.m. 
with the county parks and rec­ 


reation commission. The meet­ 
ing, to be held in Room 332 of 
the Administration Building, is 
expected to include discussion 
of open space land acquisition. 
CASA MADERA — A hearing 
on a proposed m aster plan for 
the 114-unit Casa Madera apart­ 
ment development near Corte 
Madera. The controversial de­ 
velopm ent, opposed as too 
dense by Corte Madera offi­ 
cials, was rejected last month 
by the county planning depart­ 
ment. 
CHANNEL — A recommen­ 
dation from the county planning 
and public works departments 
that the county oppose proposed 
dredging of the Petaluma Riv­ 
er, pending further study.

One becomes accustomed to 
young people’s political demon­ 
stratio n s everyw here nowa­ 
days, but at the end of a piece 
of sacred music? Too much! 
Dr. S. Drummond Wolff had 
just brought the 200-voice Col­ 
lege of Marin Collegiate Cho­ 
rale and Brass-Percussion En­ 
semble to a triumphant amen 
to Vivaldi’s “ Gloria” when a 
m ale voice intoned loudly, 
“ Power to the people.” 
For a a moment it seemed 
there might be pandemonium in 
the audience that nearly filled 
the Fine Arts Theater when 
Wolff escorted the culprit off 
stage to shouts of “Let him 
stay!” and equally emphatic 
“No!” 


This was just before interm is­ 
sion, and when the concert re­ 
sumed, .all was forgiven, to 
some extent at least, for the 
offender was back in the cho­ 
rus. 
D irecting from the organ, 
with brilliance added by the 
brass-percussion 
ensem ble, 
Wolff drew some good singing 
from the chorus in the “ Glo­ 
ria,” but it did not really come 


alive until after intermission in 
his own compositions and ar­ 
rangements. The difference in 
type of music may have had 
something to do with it, but I 
suspect during that interval 
Wolff said something to wake 
them up. 
Solos in the “ Gloria” were 
not all fully assured. The duet 
“Laudamus Te” sung by so­ 
pranos Clairellen Waldeck and 
Karyn Nikas were pleasing but 
not spirited, and Miss Wal- 
deck’s solo “ Domine D eus” 
lacked assurance. She m ore 
than made up for this in the 
second half of the program by 
controlling her naturally strong 
voice admirably in a very high, 
clear and sweet cradle song, 
“ Balow ,” com posed and ac­ 
companied by Wolff on the or­ 
gan. 


Most successful solos in the 
“ Gloria” were Claudia Siefer’s 
warmly moving “ Domine Deus, 
Agnus Dei” and “ Qui Sede Ad 
Desteram Patris.” 
The brass-percussion ensem­ 
ble added brilliance to the cho­ 
rus in parts of the “ Gloria” and 
Wolff’s arrangem ent of the Ni­ 
colai melody “ A lleluia! Let 


Praises Ring” and his own 
“ F estival Te Deum Lauda- 
m us.” F eatured without the 
chorus in his arrangem ent of 
the Purcell ceremonial music, 
the ensemble was composed of 
Jack Tyler and Ellis Anderson, 
trum pets; Kevin Omi, French 
horn; David Murray and Wil­ 
liam Duggan, trombones; Geof­ 
frey Mayer, timpani, and Eric 
Schleiger, cymbals and drum. 


Eleven madrigal singers, who 
also w ere chorus m em bers, 
sang well the motet “ Be Merci­ 
ful Unto Me, O Lord,” by Wolff. 
The chorus was most im pres­ 
sive in the “Alleluia! Let Prais- 


es Ring” and especially in the 
finale, “ Festival Te Deum Lau- 
damus,” which brought a shout­ 
ing, whistling ovation for Wolff, 
not only from the audience but 
the chorus, too. Part of this was 
probably the chorus’s own spe­ 
cial farewell to Wolff, who is 
retiring in June, though the 
chorale will perform on June 4 
with the community chorus in 
the conductor’s swan song, a 
perform ance of the m ighty 
Bach B Minor Mass at 8 p.m. in 
the gymnasium.

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Ozawa, Symphony Flirt With 
Greatness In Marin Appearance 


Two Organized Protests 


In Dollar Estate Proposal

S eiji O zaw a an d the S an 
F rancisco Sym phony O rchestra 
flirted with g reatness Saturday 
night at the M arin V eteran's 
M em orial Building in San R a­ 
fael. M em bers of the capacity 
audience w ere held to the edge 
of their seats as the com m and­ 
ing Ozawa led the orchestra 
through w orks by Beethoven, 
Ligeti and Saint-Saëns. 


The guest artist, piano virtuo­ 
so G arrick Ohlsson. opened the 
p r o g r a m w ith B e e t h o v e n ’s 
P iano 
Concerto 
No. 
1 
in C 
M ajor. 
Though 
w ritten in 
a 
m ore stylized m an n er than the 
la te r concertos, this work still 
possesses th at Beethoven indi­ 
viduality. It is not a delicate 
M ozartian concerto, but rath er 
a vigorous and penetrating ex­ 
pression of the im patient young 
Beethoven. 
The 24-vear-old Ohlsson is a 
th in k in g m a n ’s 
p ia n ist. 
He 
plays with a great deal of care 
and conviction. F ro m the as­ 
tounding cadenza of the Allegro 
m ovem ent, to the rich harm o ­ 
nies of the L argo m ovem ent, to 
the 
brilliant p attern s of the 
Rondo, 
his 
perform ance was 
superb. 
With a reduced, alm ost c h a m ­ 
b er orchestra, Ozawa presented 
a m iraculous composition by 
V iennese com poser Gyorgy Lig­ 
eti (presently on the m usic fac­ 
ulty a t Stanford University). 
Composed during the spring 
and su m m e r of 1971. “ Melo- 
d ien ” is a unique work con­ 
sisting of a complex network of 
motivic frag m ents interspersed 
am o ng the various instrum ents. 
H ere. Ligeti is contradicting the 
c u rre n t trend to compose in 
series of textures — successive 
vertical structures. He, instead, 
crea tes a fabric of layered hori­ 
zontal 
melodic patterns. The 
wispy tran sp a re n c y of the con­ 
stantly changing melodic frag ­ 
m ents gives the w ork a brittle 
lattice-like ch aracter. 
T hat the genius of Camille 
Saint-Saëns is un d errated is ev­ 
idenced by his Sym phony No. 3 : 
in C M inor (“ With O rg an ” ), a

In 1918, as World War I was 
drawing to a close and Ameri­ 
can women were battling for 
the right to vote, 14 young 
women became Dominican Col­ 
lege’s first resident freshman 
class. 
Last Saturday nine members 
of that golden anniversary class 
of 1922 were honored by 200 
alumnae at the annual home­ 
coming at the San Rafael cam­ 
pus. Among the nine was Sister 
Mary Patrick Harney, O.P., the 
only living graduate of that 
first class, and former presi­ 
dent of Dominican College. 
Joining Sister Patrick at the 
head table were Kathleen Par­ 
kin of San Rafael; Mrs. James 
MeCone Sr. of Greenbrae; Mrs. 
Sidney Goetzfried Clokie, form­ 
erly of San Rafael and now 
residing in Sonoma; Mrs. Mar­ 
ion Pritchard Vecki, Mrs. Paul 
Lindsey, Miss Dorothy Blaney, 
all of San Francisco; Mrs. 
Gerald Johnson of Sacramento; 
Mrs. David Litwin of Los Ange­ 
les. 
The other eight members of 
the class did not graduate. 
Also attending was Lillian 
Stephany, who 54 years ago as 
one of the college’s first in­ 
structors taught French to 
many of the nine present. She 
recently returned to this coun­ 
try from Germany where she 
was on the faculty of the Mun­ 
ich branch of the University of 
Maryland. 
During her long association 
with Dominican, Sister Patrick, 
a clear-eyed articulate scholar, 
has worked to help the college 
grow from a small women’s 
college into a nationally recog­ 
nized co-educational institution. 
WHEN CLAIRE Harney of 
Sacramento arrived in San Ra­ 
fael in 1918 to begin her college 
career — a career that she 
hoped would lead to teacher 
education by way of majors in 
French and econom ics and 
graduate work at Columbia 
University — Marin’s first and 
only four-year college was very 
different from today. 
Although chartered in 1890, it 
was not until 1915 that Domini­ 
can first awarded junior certifi­ 
cates. Two years later bachelor 
degrees were awarded while 
classes were still being con­ 
ducted in the main convent, 
where the Dominican Sisters 
also operated an elementary 
and upper school. 


Sitting in the parlor of the 
main convent before the home­ 
coming, Sister Patrick noted 
that since the First World War 
women in this country have had 
“equal opportunity in higher 
education.” anu it’s wrong for 
them to feel “like underdogs.” 
College women from 10 and 
20 years ago she feels, “live 
more interesting lives, with 
time to spend in careers, volun­ 
teer services and in the home.” 


Although today’s college stu­ 
dent “is more independent, bet­ 
ter able to think for himself and 
sure of his identity,” he has a 
harder time getting started “in 
today’s turmoil,” Sister Patrick 
added. 
Discounting a generation gap, 
she added that the young have 
“the same ambitions as their 
parents. . .to 
m ake great 
names for themselves, to set 
the world on fire, and some­ 
body has to.” 
But dissension over Vietnam 
and a shortage of jobs is mak­ 
ing it harder for today’s college 
students to get started, Sister 
Patrick said. 


SINCE THE mid 1960s, in­ 
coming students have been 
“ better prepared and more 
knowledgeable,” she believes. 
She attributed this to the “new 
school system of which she 
approves), radio, television and 
better school libraries.” 
As a result, today’s students 
“have great intellectual oppor­ 
tunities and the possibility of 
becoming really great people.” 
Three months after her own 
graduation Claire Harney re­ 
turned to San Rafael to enter 
the Dominican Order. 
The youngest of the five 
daughters of Maj. and Mrs. 
Patrick J. Harney, she was 
born in San Francisco, and 
moved to Sacramento on the 
afternoon of the 1906 earth­ 
quake and fire. 
On the day of the tragedy her 
father, president of the river- 
boat 
line, 
the Sacramento 
Transportation Co., walked his 
family across the burning city 
to a waiting boat at the Ferry 
Building. Sister Patrick still re­ 
members the hordes carrying 
“trunks, birdcages and cats.”

After doing her graduate 
work at the Catholic University, 
Sister Patrick taught French 
and English at the Dominican 
Upper School. (Now moved to 
Sleepy Hollow as San Domenico 
School for Girls.) 


In 1940 she joined the Domini­ 
can College faculty to teach 
sociology and economics. 
Four years later she became 
dean and in 1945 — the year the 
college became a member of 
the Western College Association 
— Sister Patrick became the 
fourth president of the college. 
During her 23-year term, Do­ 
minican opened both a Garden 
School for pre-schoolers and a 
graduate school.

admits 
being

dollar building program for the 
college. 
But the program 
was a

Uncle Sam Reveals 
Cost Of Owning Car 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — According to the latest 
government estimates, the cost of operating a 
standard-size 1972 car over a 10-year period 
for 100,000 miles is 13.6 cents per mile. 
Comparative costs are 10.8 cents per mile 
for a 1972 compact and 9.4 cents per mile for 
a subcompact. 
These figures include all reasonable costs, 
such as depreciation of the original price, 
repairs, fuel, parking fees, insurance and 
taxes. 
---------------- 
The detailed calculations 
were made by the Highway 
Statistics Division of the De­ 
p artm ent of T ransportation. 
The last previous study was 
published two years ago. 


FIGURES FOR the standard- 
size car are based on a pur­ 
chase price of $4,379 in Balti­ 
more for a four-door sedan with 
full equipment. Data for the 
compact are based on a $2,696 
price for a two-door sedan; 
price of the subcompact is list­ 
ed at $2,064 for a two-door 
sedan. 
Most of the differences in 
operating costs between these 
models is due to the differences 
in depreciation reflecting the 
initial price. During the first 
year, the daily cost of operating 
the standard-size car is esti­ 
mated at $6.37 compared to 
$4.44 for the compact and $3.09 
for the subcompact. 


In the second year, the three 
cost figures drop to $4.92, $3.64 
and $2.78 respectively. The dif­ 
ference between these costs be­ 
comes rather small during the 
fifth through the eighth years. 


THE REPORT says the infor­ 
mation “should be useful to a 
person who is trying to decide 
how long to keep his car.” 
Ideed, the itemizalion can be 
helful. But there are many 
“ ifs" involved. The figures as­ 


sume an average experience on 
repairs and maintenance costs. 
They also assume a degree of 
use which, although close to an 
average, may be far from what 
an individual experiences with 
his car. For example, first-year 
mileage is estimated at 14,500 
miles and last-year mileage at 
only 5,700 miles, with grada­ 
tions in intervening years. 
Based on these assumptions, 
per-mile costs from the first to 
the tenth year for the standard- 
size car are estimated at 16.04, 
13.81, 14.39, 14.95, 13.62, 12.37, 
13.18, 11.02, 12.35 and 10.43. 
If the yearly mileage is 10,- 
000, the per-mile costs would be 
23.25, 17.94, 16.55, 14.95, 13.47, 
12.25, 12.2, 9.36, 0.25 and 5.94. 
If you drive more than 10,000 
miles a year, your costs per 
mile would be less, since depre­ 
ciation costs would be spread 
over a longer distance. 
The report does not say when 
an owner should trade for a 
new car, but the figures and 
comments in the report suggest 
that two or three years would 
be more economical than every 
year in most cases. Deprecia­ 
tion is greatest during the first 
year, then tapers off gradually. 


OVER A 10-year period, a 
two-year trader would pay $10,- 
630 in depreciation costs while 
an annual trader would pay 
$12,260.

The Russian Dance Ensemble 
of San Francisco performed 
yesterday afternoon at the Ma­ 
rin Veterans’ Memorial Audito­ 
rium in San Rafael. Although 
the group has performed pre­ 
viously in Marin and through­ 
out the Bay Area it seems a 
shame that it is not seen more 
frequently than a few times a 
year. 
From its brilliant perform­ 
ance yesterday, it is difficult to 
believe this troup is essentially 
nonprofessional, 
comprised 
largely of second and third- 
generation Russian-Americans 
who are mostly housewives, 
teen-agers and businessmen 
from throughout the Bay Area. 


But their mastery of the innu­ 
merable Russian folk-dance 
forms is thoroughly profession­ 
al — really, why haven’t they 
toured the U.S. already9 Proba­ 
bly because most of the mem­ 
bers have nine-to-five jobs in 
completely unrelated fields. 


It would be impossible to give 
a descnption of each of the 15 
members on the program, in­ 
cluding several non-Russian 
dances. There was also a first- 
rate baritone. Ivan Assur, and 
an excellent tenor, Vladimir 
Martynenko, who sang Russian. 
L'kranian and Yugoslav songs 
to the accordion accompani­ 
ment of Richard Altman. All 
three were appropriately 


dressed in Russian costumes. 


Perhaps the opening “ Boyar- 
ski” (an ancient dance of the 
Russian medieval nobility) 
could have been a bit more 
polished. But that is always a 
problem with openers, and tin 
dancers warmed up to the al­ 
most alt-Dv Jan 
, hence rap­ 
id!' • I missed ^ .ie oí the lyrics 
winch were omitted from the 
several dance-pantomimes, one 
being “ Eight Girls and 
I 
Alone.” 


The “ Shimga” and “ Lezgin­ 
ka,” both from the Caucasus, 
showed how' smoothly the wom­ 
en could move, and what fire­ 
works the male soloist (Graham 
Hempel) is capable of! The 
smooth, gliding footwork and 
graceful arm movements of the 
girls would put the average 
corps de ballet dancer to 
shame. 


The “ Moldavian Suite.” from 
Rumania, was the most beauti­ 
ful of the dances in terms of 
music, dance and costumes. 
Musically, as well as linguisti­ 
cally, Rumania is where the 
Latin and Slavic worlds meet, 
and this folk music was the 
marriage of the best of the two. 
The rhythms w'ere asymmetri­ 
cal. the melodies shrill and 
chromatic, in the peculiarly 
Balkan manner, and were fol­ 
lowed with split-second timing 
by the 35 dancers. In costumes, 


too, no effort or expense was 
spared. 
The Ukranian “ Babi y Pere- 
plias’’ featured a women’s com­ 
petition. in which each girl 
seemed to outperform the oth­ 
er« in spectacular leaps and 
itii ns. 
The program whirled to its 
inevitable 
end 
in 
another 
“ Ukranian Suite,” in which the 
girls, in reds, yellows, multico­ 
lored aprons, and with flowers 
in their hair, liltingly sw'ayed 
back and forth while the men 
took over in an astounding “ Ho­ 
pak,” which the women later 
joined. Again, this was a dem­ 
onstration of the girls’ clock- 
w'ork precision and the men’s 
incredible vitality while taking 
turns at twirling around on 
their knees, jumping on their 
toes and hitting electrifying 
splits in the air, all polished off 
with a nonchalant grin. 
This troup deserves a wider 
reputation and more exposure.

20,000 Visit Day-Long 


Scout Day Blast Victims Recover 


Seven persons were reported 
recovering today from injuries 
suffered in a terrific chemical 
xplosion Saturday at the Ma­ 
rin Boy Scout-O-Rama. 
The explosion occurred at 
1:50 p.m. during a chemical 
demonstration in the booth of 
Troop 42, sponsored by the No­ 
vato Kiwanis Club. It happened 
when Asst. Scoutmaster Robert 
Jackson, 20, of 5 Summers Ave­ 
nue, Novato, placed magnesium 
or a magnesium compound onto 
hot coals in a charcoal brazier 
to produce a green smoke. 


Jackson was reported in sat­ 
isfactory condition today at Ma­ 
rin General Hospital with cuts 
on his right hand and wrist, 
stomach and chest and face. He 
underwent surgery Saturday. 
Others injured were treated 
at M arin G eneral H ospital. 
They were: 
John Wise, 12, of 4 Luzanne 
Circle, San Anselmo, cut right 
thigh. 


David Brown, 11, of 490 Esta- 
do Way, Novato, burns and 
scrapes on his left leg. 
Joshua Jennings, 10, of 340 
Olive Avenue, San Anselmo, 
cuts on his nose. 
Adam Brabant, 9, of 9 Gilbert 
Street, San Rafael, puncture 
wounds of chest and abdomen. 
Stephen Acocella, 10, of 102 
Richardo Road, 
Mill Valley, 
burns and cuts on his chest, and 
his mother Betty Acocella, 31, 
facial cuts. 


Witnesses Michael Paul Ter­ 
ry, 14, of 38 Western Drive, and 
William Robert Leger, 17, of 32 
Brown Drive, both Novato, re­ 
ported that Jackson had been 
placing the magnesium on the 
hot coals with a spoon. 
Just before the explosion, he 
started to pour more of the 
chemical directly into the fire 
which then raced up the chemi­ 
cal and into the bottle. The 
bottle exploded in his right 
hand with a sound like dyna­ 


mite detonating. A dense cloud 
of green smoke was created. 
Jackson 
doubled 
up and 
grabbed his adbomen with both 
hands, fell backward a few 
steps and then collapsed on the 
ground. 
Col. Gilbert Lilly, a dentist 
with the Army in the Presidio 
of San Francisco was in the 
nearby first-aid 
booth. He 
grabbed first-aid equipm ent 
and was the first to get to 
Jackson’s side. 


Terry was unhurt as he was 
standing directly behind Jack­ 
son. Leger was tem porarily 
deafened by the explosion. 
For a fewr moments, the air 
was filled with scream s of 
frightened and injured boys. 
One mother grabbed her cub 
scout and ran from the area. 
“ Let’s get out of here,’’ she 
cried almost hysterically, head­ 
ing for the main gate. 
Scout leaders and police tried 
in vain to keep back the crowd 


of curious onlookers. 


A San Rafael fire truck, 
which wras standing by, drove 
up and gave oxygen to Jackson, 
the most seriously injured. 


The ambulance assigned by 
United Ambulance had left ear­ 
lier, taking an injured girl to 
Marin General Hospital. Jenni­ 
fer Berman, 8, of 10 Starboard 
Court, Mill Valley, had fallen 
from the footbridge over the 
creek. She was treated at the 
hospital for a fractured elbow, 
according to hospital reports. 


Shortly after the explosion, 
someone yelled out that it was 
a container of bottled gas that 
exploded. A few minutes later, 
it was determined that it had 
been a chemical explosion. 


Police Chief Joseph J. Brusa- 
tori ordered the area cordoned 
off to keep spectators out. He 
also ordered the demonstration 
booth removed from the show.

If elected, he pledged, he will 
vote against continued partici­ 
pation in the council, which he 
term ed “ a front for Southern 
California w ater interests.”

Veins bulging, arm s strain­ 
ing, faces pained, Mike Dolcini 
of Petaluma and Maurice Bak­ 
er from Bristol, Conn. were 
locked in what seemed to be 
mortal combat for the world’s 
wrist wrestling championship.

4 Marin 
Mets To Win Stars In 
Track Go

The New York Mets are up­ 
dating the old slogan that chari­ 
ty begins at home. 
The Mets were supposed to be 
doing something nice for Willie 
Mays 10 days ago when they' 
picked up the 41-year-old super- 
star and his huge salary from 
the San Francisco Giants and 
promised him a job when his 
playing days are over. 
But Mays, who was only ex­ 
pected to be valuable to the 
Mets as a drawing card, may 
be worth every penny the Mets 
are paying for his play on the 
field. 
Just ask Frank Lucchesi. The 
Philadelphia manager said Sun­ 
day, “Never sell a superstar 
short, even if he is 41.” 
Lucchesi and a record crowd 
in Philadelphia of 57,267 — the 
second largest national league 
regular season day crowd ever 
—got 
a 
good look at Mays 
Sunday when he cracked a two- 
run homer in the eighth to give 
the Mets their 11th straight win, 
a 4-3 triumph over the Phils. 
Mays has played four gam es 
for the Mets and while he’s had 
just four hits in 14 at bats, he’s 
played a key role in the victory 
in each of the four gam es and 
has scored six runs and batted 
in four more. 
In M ays’ first three gam es 
he: 
1) hom ered to beat San 
Francisco 5-4 on May 14; 2) 


bowled over the catcher at 
home plate to allow the decid­ 
ing run to score in a 2-1 victory 
over Chicago on Thursday; 3) 
doubled in one run and scored 
another Saturday night in a 3-1 
victory over Philadelphia. 


Steve Carlton had a 3-0 lead 
and a no-hitter until the sixth 
inning Sunday when Mays dou­ 
bled for the Mets’ first hit and 
scored on Tommie Agee’s hom­ 
er. In the eighth, Jim Beau­ 
champ batted for Tom Seaver 
and singled and Mays hit a two- 
run homer to beat Carlton. 
Seaver, now 7-1, got the win 
even though he gave up seven 
hits and three runs in seven 
innings. 


“ I’m glad I’ve been able to 
help,” Mays said, “ but this is a 
25-man roster and I’m just 
doing my part. Yogi (Berra) has 
used me w isely.” Seaver said, 
“ Let’s face it, Mays is the kind 
of guy who makes things hap­ 
pen.” 


In other games, Pittsburgh 
made it seven straight by down­ 
ing Montreal 1-0 and 5-3, Chica­

Q. If I am not mistaken, in 
spite of Phase II guidelines 
regarding dividends, there 
have been more than the 
usual number of rate increas­ 
es and stock splits. Do you 
agree? — G.W. 
A. Yes, your observation is 
entirely correct. According to 
Standard «Sc Poor’s, in the first 
four months of this year the 
number of dividend declara­ 
tions had increased 5 per cent 
over the like 1971 period. Of 
these, 760 were either in­ 
creased, resumed or extra divi­ 
dends, 31 per cent more than in 
the previous year interim. By 
comparison the 79 payments, 
which were decreased or omit­ 
ted, were half that of the 1971 
period. Furthermore, May divi­ 
dend action has continued at 
the previous months' strong 
pace. 
Splits have also been running 
at a record pace and are ex­ 
pected to overtake the high 
level of splits recorded in 1968. 
Through mid-May, some 70 Big 
Board stock splits of 25 per cent 
or greater had been declared or 
consummated for an annual 
rate of about 190. In 1968, a 
record of 136 Big Board compa­ 
nies split their shares. 
The trend is not surprising, 
however, in that with the 
amount of increase restricted 
by Phase II guidelines, compa­ 
nies may declare small incre­ 
ments without appearing parsi­ 
monious to shareholders. Stock 
splits help to sweeten the pot 
for investors, taking some of 
the sting out of 'the dividend 
rate restrictions. Of course, the 
strong 1972 profit performance 
has been the most cogent stim­ 
ulus to corporate generosity. 
And, taking this one step fur­ 
ther, underscores the generally 
accepted expectation that 1972 


will be a profitable year for 
business. 
Q. My investment goal is a 
good return. Should I sell 
Wayne-Gossard? — V.N. 
A. Wayne Gossard (NYSE) 
widened profit margins in the 
1971 final half despite lower 
sales. In the 1972 first quarter, 
operations were appreciably 
improved; the dividend appears 
secure. However, at least two 
of the company’s major mar­ 
kets (¿1 per cent of sales — 
hosiery and undergarments) 
are highly competitive, fraught 
with price cutting and expected 
to remain weak. Sell shares on 
upturns.
